AN  ADDRESS  DELIVERED  JUNE  10  TO  THE  TWENTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REFRESHER 
COURSE  AT  THE  BANFF  SCHOOL  OF  FINE  ARTS 


I  appreciate  this  opportunity  of  meeting  with  a  group  concerned 
with  municipal  administration,  especially  since  administrators  of 
municipal  affairs  are  not  particularly  interested  in  the  workings  of 
the  two  Departments  which  I  head, —  Industry  and  Development  and 
Provincial  Secretary.  When  the  invitation  was  extended  to  me,  I 
decided  to  talk  to  you  about  the  Part  II  Recreation  Program  of  the 
I960  Five  Year  Plan,  even  though  I  realize  that  the  term  "Recreation 
Program"  is  perhaps  not  a  popular  one  for  a  group  who  are  constantly 
concerned  with  finding  money  for  municipal  administration  and  who 
might  still  regard  the  word  "recreation"  as  somethingof  a  frill,  even 
in  the  year  I960. 

You  may  recall  an  article  in  the  colored  pagesof  Maclean  Mag- 
azine a  coupleof  years  ago,  which  pointed  out  that  British  Columbia 
was  the  first  Province  to  institute  a  portfolio  with  the  word  "Recreation" 
in  it.  They  named  it  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Conservation 
and  the  article  was  designed  to  show  that  recreation  had  become 
sufficiently  important  as  to  be  recognized  as  a  government  portfolio. 
The  writer  had  a  bit  of  fun  in  pointing  out  that  the  minister  of  this 
new  Department  in  private  life  was  a  Funeral  Director  and  thereby 
punned  on  the  word  recreation — "re-creation". 

When  I  took  office  five  years  ago  we  were  celebrating  our  50th 
Golden  Jubilee,  which  pointedout  that  Alberta  had  reached  the  end 
of  its  pioneer  stage.  For  the  first  time  we  began  talking  about  "leisure" 
and  once  again  there  was  some  hesitation  over  using  a  phrase  that  in 
pioneer  days  seemed  unsavory,  since  pioneer  people  had  so  little 
leisure  time.  However,  now  that  we  are  past  the  pioneer  stage  and 
we  are  seeing  new  advances  everyday  in  automation,  I  think  we  must 
all  face  up  to  the  fact  that  our  people,  and  especially  our  wage 
earners,  do  have  leisure  time  and  that  undoubtedly  a  Government  has 
a  responsibil  ity  in  helping  to  direct  this  time  to  useful  purposes.  After 
all  a  great  percentage  of  our  people  are  working  on  a  40-hour  week, 
which  means  a  five-day  week.  If  you  add  together  the  52  Saturdays, 
52  Sundays  and  the  two  weeks  of  holiday  with  pay,  you  come  up  with 
a  total  or  more  than  one-third  of  365  days,  which  means,  in  effect, 
that  our  wage  earners  have  an  average  of  one  day  holiday  from  work 
every  third  day.  As  you  know,  a  thirty-hour  a  week  is  being  talked 
about  very  seriously  in  the  United  States,  even  by  such  people  as  the 
vice-president.  If  and  when  this  is  accomplished,  it  will  mean  an 
average  of  a  holiday  every  second  day.  Little  wonder  that  those  two 
terms  "leisure"  and  "recreation"  are  coming  into  such  prominence. 

BEGINNING  OF  INTEREST 

To  understand  Alberta  Government's  interest  in  this  development, 
I  would  like  to  take  you  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  war.  Our  re- 
cruiting program  in  Canada  disclosed  a  startling  fact.  Even  amongst 
our  young  farmers  there  was  an  amazingly  high  percentage  of  men 
turned  back  because  they  were  not  physically  fit.  So  serious  was  the 
situation,  that  the  Federal  Government  inaugurated  a  physical  fitness 
program,  which  many  of  you  will  recall,  it  consisted  of  a  matching 
grant  plan  whereby  leadership  training  courses  were  estabi  ished  in  each 
Province  under  the  Departments  of  Education  and  the  leaders  who  went 
back  into  each  community  were  paid  by  the  hour  to  carry  on  physical 
classes  for  our  youths  and  adults  alike.  We  are  still  carrying  on  the 
school  at  Red  Deer  where  it  was  started. 

When  the  war  finished  the  Federal  Government  lost  interest  in 
the  program  and  in  several  provinces  it  was  dropped.  However, 
Alberta's  Post-War  reconstruction  committee  had  recommended  a  new 
Department  and  this  was  established  immediately  after  the  war,  the 
Department  of  Economic  Affairs  which  you  will  recall  I  headed  from 
1955  until  its  dissolution  this  past  year.  Its  three  principal  branches 
wereCultural  Activities,  Industrial  Promotion  and  Tourist  Promotion — 
all  new  Government  responsibil ities.  When,  as  a  resultof  the  Federal 
decision  to  withdraw  Alberta  was  faced  with  "going  it  alone",  the 
the  recreation  program  was  transferred  out  of  the  Department  of 
Education  and  into  the  Cultural  Activities  Branch  of  the  new  Depart- 
ment of  Economic  Affairs. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  emphasis  in  this  development  has 
gradually  shifted  in  post-war  years,  from  a  straight  physical  fitness 
program  to  that  of  community  recreation.  The  emphasis  is  still  on  the 


Government's  responsibil  ity  of  encouraging  leadership  and  in  addition 
to  the  training  school  at  Red  Deer  and  numerous  seminars  and  clinics 
carried  on  by  the  Department,  the  University  has  come  to  our  assist- 
ance. The  new  emphasis  calls  for  highly  trained  personnel  who  are 
able  to  coordinate  all  the  recreational  activities  within  a  community 
in  a  balanced  program  for  young  and  old. 

Consequently  in  1956,  the  University  inaugurated  a  three  year 
degree  course  in  physical  education.  There  was  some  reluctance  at 
first  to  institute  such  a  program,  because  of  the  fear  that  it  might 
detract  from  the  teaching  profession.  As  our  Department  predicted, 
the  very  opposite  has  been  the  result,  because  the  young  people  are 
easily  attracted  to  this  field,  but  very  often  they  later  decide  to  enter 
the  teaching  profession,  which  means  only  an  extra  year  of  training. 
Presently  the  University  is  considering  inauguration  of  an  Arts  Course 
with  an  emphasis  on  recreation,  which  would  indicate  this  changing 
emphasis. 

DETAILS  OF  THE  PROGRAM 

Let  me  tell  you  some  details  about  the  program,  which  has  now 
been  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Provincial  Secretary.  The  one- 
month  summer  course  being  carried  at  Red  Deer  ison  a  two-year  cycle. 
The  community  pays  $20. 00  as  a  token  of  responsibil  ity  and  the  Branch 
pays  the  balance  of  the  room  board  and  tuition  for  each  student.  Last 
year  for  example,  there  were  165  on  the  course  .from  61  Alberta 
communities.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Department  paid  out  eleven 
thousand  dollars  in  scholarships  in  music,  art,  drama,  handicrafts, 
libraries  etc.,  so  that  students  could  take  courses  at  such  places  as 
the  School  of  Fine  Arts  here  at  Banff,  so  that  they  might  return  to 
their  communities  to  act  as  the  instructors  under  the  Recreational 
Director.  In  addition  to  this,  there  were  20  craft  courses  held  last 
year,  8  weekend  track  clinics,  3  weekend  band  clinics,  3  drama 
clinics,  in  addition  to  clinics  in  choral  music,  hockey  and  other 
sports  etc.  To  overcome  the  great  shortage  in  professional  librarians, 
a  correspondence  course  was  inaugurated  which  wound  up  with  a  week 
at  the  University.  These  people  were  from  small  rural  libraries.  There 
were  24  on  the  first  course  who  had  to  be  selected  from  nearly  a 
hundred  applicants. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Branch  carries  on  such  notable  events  as 
Albertacraft  and  the  Jasper  Story,  which  is  an  historical  pageant  put 
on  by  the  people  of  Jasper  each  year  to  tell  the  history  of  the  settle- 
ment of  the  Jasper  area,  written  in  Alberta  and  produced  by  our  own 
Supervisor  of  Drama.  It  is  now  in  its  fifth  year  of  operation. 

As  you  can  see  the  whole  program  can  only  proceed  as  fast  as 
the  Government  can  provide  leadership  required.  This  is  being  done 
as  efficiently  and  as  quickly  as  possible.  Further  encouragement  is 
given  by  providing  grants  to  $1500  to  qualified  leadersofacommunity 
recreational  program,  which  legislation  enables  small  communities 
to  join  together  or  join  witVi  the  rural  municipality  to  provide  such 
leadership  in  those  areas  on  a  share  cost  basis. 

FIVE  HUNDRED  GYMNASIUMS 

Now  for  facilities.  One  very  wonderful  thing  has  happened  in 
the  Province  in  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years.  A  new  school  building 
program  was  undertaken  all  over  the  Province  and  most  communities

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SUMMAJtY  OF  60  AMCMPMSNTS 

BY  BRUCE  RAMSAY,  CHIEF  MUNICIPAL  INSPECTOR 

A  GENERAL  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGES 
IN  ACTS  OF  SPECIAL  INTEREST  TO  MUNICIPALITIES 


THE  ASSESSMENT  ACT 
This  Act  has  been  revised  and  consolidated.  Although  most  of 
the  alterations  are  for  clarification  purposes,  the  following  sections 
constitute  definite  changes  to  the  old  Act. 

Section  2.  The  definition  of  "farmer",  "farmer  tenant"  and 
"farming"  were  deleted  and  the  definition  of  "farmland"  was  inserted 
for  the  purpose  of  better  defining  "farm  buildings." 

Section  6  allows  for  the  assessment  of  land  separately  from  the 
assessment  of  improvements  thereon. 

Section  8  defines  the  meaning  of  value  for  assessment  purposes. 

Section  14  is  amended  to  include  exemption  of  property  for  pur- 
poses of  "religious  education"  as  well  as  "devine  service  and  public 
worship.  " 

Section  22  requires  that  assessable  plant  machinery  and  equip- 
ment to  be  assessed  and  depreciated  annually. 

Section  37(5)  no  longer  requires  notice  of  complaint  to  the  court 
of  revision  to  be  in  a  prescribed  form. 

Section  62(2)  makes  clear  that  where  machinery  and  equipment 
used  formanufacturing  or  processing  is  assessable  under  the  assessment 
act,  no  business  assessment  or  business  tax  shall  be  levied  against 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  premises  occupied  for  the  purpose  of  such 
business. 

Section  62(3)  provides  that  no  business  assessment  shall  be  made 
nor  business  tax  levied  in  respect  of  the  business  of  raising  livestock 
or  crops  or  both. 

THE  ASSESSMENT  APPEAL  BOARD  ACT 
This  Act  has  been  amended  as  to  section  14  as  a  complement  to 
amendments  to  the  Municipalities  and  Equal  ization  Act.  Sections  29 
and  30  have  been  re-written  to  clarify  and  extend  the  Board's  juris- 
diction in  dealing  with  appeals  by  municipalities. 

THE  MUNICIPALITY'S  ASSESSMENT  AND  EQUALIZATION  ACT 

Sections  1 1  and  1  2  are  amended  to  the  effect  that  the  Assessment 
Commissionermoy  recommend  to  the  Minister  and,  the  Minister  may, 
upon  such  recommendation,  direct  the  re-assessment  of  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  a  munic  ipal  ity .  Previously  the  Minister  could  only  author- 
ize acomplete  reassessment  of  the  municipality  and  not  just  aportion 
thereof. 

THE  INDUSTRIES  AND  UTILITIES  ASSESSMENT  ACT 
This  Act  authorizes  the  Supervisor  of  Assessments  to  cause  an 
assessment  to  be  made  of  industrial  and  utilities  plants  designated  by 
the  Minister,  as  a  basis  for  future  taxation  at  a  uniform  rate  by  or  on 
behalf  of  municipalities. 

THE  MUNICIPALITIES'  ASSISTANCE  ACT 
Section  5  has  been  amended  to  the  effect  that  the  guarantee  that 
each  municipality  will  receive  a  grantat  least  equal  to  the  grant  re- 
ceived in  1957  under  The  Municipal  Assistance  Act  (repealed),  is  no 
loiiger  operative. 

THE  SCHOOL  ACT 
The  School  Act  was  extensively  amended  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature.   Only  those  sections  that  affect  municipalities  are 
dealt  with  hereunder. 

Sect  ion  284  has  been  amended  to  exi'end  the  date  for  sending  the 
Assessment  Certificate  to  school  districts  to  April  1  and  a  new  sub- 
section 1  (a)  has  been  added  to  clarify  the  apportionment  of  assessments 
as  between  public  and  separate  schools. 

Section  297  dealing  with  assessment  certificates  to  school  div- 
isions has  been  amended  in  the  same  manner  ^s  amendments  to  section 
284  referred  to  above. 


THE  MUNICIPAL  HOSPITALS  ACT 
Section  10  has  been  amended  to  extend  the  date  for  sending  the 
certificate  of  assessment  to  the  secretary  of  the  hospital  board  from 
February  15th  to  April  1st. 

Section  112  has  been  amended  to  extend  the  date  for  sending  the 
requisition  to  the  Municipality  from  March  15th  to  May  15th. 

THE  AUXILIARY  HOSPITALS'  ACT 
This  is  a  new  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  operation 
of  chronic  hospitals  as  a  hospital  ancillary  to  the  ordinary  treatment 
hospital . 

The  Ministerof  Health  shall  divide  the  Province  into  areas  suit- 
able for  the  establishment  of  auxiliary  hospitals  having  regard  to  area 
and  population  and  other  relevant  factors. 

The  Ministermay  by  order  estabi  ish  any  such  area  as  an  auxiliary 
hospital  district.  Such  district shal I  be  constituted  of  complete  mun- 
icipalities and  shall  include  all  municipalities  within  that  area. 

An  auxiliary  hospital  program  shall  be  prepared  to  include  the 
site  of  the  hospital,  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  building,  rates  to  be 
charged  and  any  other  matters  relevant  to  the  .construction,  equip- 
ment and  management  of  the  proposed  hospital.  Such  program  shall 
be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  councils.  Where  the  councils 
representing  a  majorityof  the  population  of  the  included  municipal- 
ities approve  the  program,  the  program  shall  be  taken  as  approved. 

Each  council  shall  nominate  a  person  or  persons  as  required  for 
membershipon  the  first  board  which  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  seven  members. 

After  the  order  incorporating  the  district  has  been  made,  the 
board  can  construct  and  operate  the  hospital. 

On  or  before  April  15th  in  each  year,  the  appropriate  officer 
of  each  municipal  ity  shal  I  forwarda  certificate  showing  the  equal  ized 
assessment  of  the  municipality  plus  the  nominal  value  of  lands  under 
lease  by  the  Public  Lands  Act  under  which  a  share  of  the  crop  is  pay- 
able to  the  government,  calculated  at  $400.00  per  quarter  section. 

In  each  year  the  board  shall  send  to  the  secretary-treasurer  of 
each  municipality  a  notice  setting  out  the  portion  of  the  budget  re- 
quired from  each  municipality.  An  appeal  against  the  proposed  re- 
quisition may  be  made  to  the  Minister  whose  decision  is  final. 

Before  May  15th  in  each  year,  the  Board  shall  requisition  each 
municipality  in  which  case  the  municipal  ity  shal  I  levy  a  hospital  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  sum  requisitioned.  The  requisition  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Board  by  the  municipal  ity  before  July  1st.  Requisitions 
not  paidon  time,  subject  to  interest  at  the  rate  of  7%.  On  failure  to 
pay  a  requisition,  this  amount  may  be  deducted  from  grants  payable 
to  the  municipality.  The  minimum  tax  for  this  purpose  of  25<J;. 

The  Minister  may  for  cause,  dismiss  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
appoint  an  official  administrator. 

The  Minister  may  make  an  order  disestablishing  an  auxiliary 
hospital  district  in  which  case  any  net  asset  or  I  iabil  ity  shal  I  be  shared 
proportionatel)  among  the  municipalities  concerned. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  among 
which  is  the  power  to  provide  for  representation  on  the  board,  the 
manner  of  nominations,  selection,  appointmentorelection  of  members, 
termsof  office,  filling  of  vacancies  and  conditions  of  disqual  if  ication 
of  membt  s. 

THE  TOWN  AND  RURAL  PLANNING  ACT 
Section  2  has  beep  amended  as  to  various  clauses  for  clarification 
purposes. 

Section  7  was  expanded  to  deal  with  appeals  to  the  Board  and 
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appeals  to  the  courts  on  questions  of  jurisdiction  and  law. 

A  new  section  14(a)  has  been  added,   dealing  with  municipal 
appointments  to  the  planning  commission  and  payment  of  expenses. 

Section  14(b)  alsoa  new  section,  authorizes  the  council  to  dele- 
gate certain  powers  to  the  district  commission. 

Section  14(c)  deals  with  the  appointment  of  technical  planning 
boards  in  towns  and  cities  with  a  population  of  15,000  or  more. 

Section  14(d)  authorizes  any  municipality  to  appoint  a  planning 
advisory  commission. 

Sections  63  and  67  have  been  struck  out  and  replaced  by  new 
sections  specify  ing  more  particularly  the  purposes  for  which  a  general 
plan  may  be  prepared. 

Sections  68  and  71(a)  have  been  amended  to  clarify  the  powers 
of  the  council  to  implement  general  plans  not  fully  completed. 

Section  80  is  amended  to  empower  the  council  to  pass  zoning  by- 
laws in  respect  of  partsof  a  municipality  when  waiting  for  completion 
of  a  general  plan. 

Section  86  makes  it  mandatory  for  a  council  that  has  adopted  a 
general  plan  or  development  scheme,  or  has  passed  an  interim  dev- 
elopment or  zoning  by-law  to  make  such  plans,  maps  and  schedules 
available  to  the  general  public  at  reasonable  cost. 

THE  POLICE  ACT 
Provides  that  the  mayor,  chairman  or  reeve  may  suspend  a  mun- 
icipal constable  who  may  be  dismissed  by  the  council.  The  constable 
cannot  be  dismissed  without  first  being  given  a  reasonable  opportun ity 
to  be  heard  without  first  being  given  in  writing  the  true  reasons  for 
his  dismissal , 

THE  PUBLIC  WELFARE  ACT 
Under  section  38of  this  Act,  the  A/inister  may  pay  a  municipality 
a  grant  not  exceeding  80%  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  municipality 
with  respect  to  an  indigent  person.  A  new  section  39  makes  it  man- 
dalorythct  the  municipal  ity  shal  I  pay  to  the  Ministerof  Publ  ic  Welfare 
any  monies  recovered  from  the  indigent  person  or  his  estate  in  excess 
of  the  amount  contributed  by  the  municipality. 

Amendments  to  this  Act  also  provide  for  the  payment  of  social 
allowances  to  persons  who  by  reason  of  age  or  by  reason  of  physical 
or  mental  III  health  or  physical  or  mental  incapacity  is  unable  to  earn 
an  income  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  basic  necessities  of  himself  and 
his  dependents  and  who  if  the  social  allowance  was  not  paid  would 
in  the  opinion  of  the  supervisor  be  likely  to  lack  the  basic  necessities. 

THE  CULTURAL  DEVELOPMENT  ACT 
A  new  section  permits  a  council  by  by-law  to  authorize  agree- 
ments with  other  municipalities  for  o  joint  recreation  program  and  a 
joint  recreation  board  and  may  appropriate  monies  for  the  use  of  the 
joint  recreation  board.  The  councils  of  the  municipalities  concerned 
may  by  agreement  establish  and  determine  the  boundaries  of  the  re- 
creational area  and  may  provide  for  recovering  the  costs  of  the  re- 
creation program  by  a  levy  of  a  special  tax  on  all  property  in  the 
recreation  area  appearing  on  the  assessment  roll. 

THE  COUNTY  ACT 
Section  15  is  amended  by  removing  any  reference  therein  to  the 
school  committee,  as  this  is  now  dealt  with  under  a  new  section  16. 

Section  16  is  revised  to  permit  the  election  of  any  member  of  the 
school  committee  as  chairman  and  to  preclude  the  electionor  appoint- 
ment of  a  separate  school  district  elector  to  the  school  committee. 

Section  17  is  amended  to  extend  the  term  of  office  of  elected 
school  committee  representatives  to  two  years  and  to  permit  the 
appointment  of  two  representatives  from  a  town  to  the  school  com- 
mittee under  certain  circumstances. 

Section  17(a)  is  revised  to  provide  that  where  the  total  enrolment 
in  rural  school  districts  included  in  the  county  for  school  purposes 
only  is  at  least  250,  the  rural  school  district  representative  must  be 
appointed  to  the  school  committee. 

Section  19(2)  is  amended  as  a  result  of  amendments  to  sections 
17  and  17(a). 

Section  22  is  amended  to   give  the   representative  of  a  town, 
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village  or  tiie  rural  school  districts  who  may  be  appointed  chairman 
of  the  school  comm  ittee,  the  same  powers  as  any  other  counc  i  I  mem  l.er 
when  the  business  before  the  council  concerns  school  affairs. 

Section  27  is  amended  to  give  the  proprietary  electors  of  a  rural 
school  district  included  in  a  county  for  school  purposes,  the  privilege 
of  voting  on  money  by-laws. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  DISTRICT  ACT 
Section  2(q1)  clarifies  the  meaning  of  "mobile  home." 

Section  65(1)  is  amended  for  clarification  purposes. 

Section  87(1)  is  amended  to  prevent  co-operative  association 
members  from  being  disqualified  as  councillors. 

Section  82(2)  is  reworded  to  clarify  the  position  of  the  reeve  or 
councillors  in  dealing  with  matters  pertaining  to  companies  of  which 
they  are  shareholders  or  directors. 

A  new  section,  237(a)  is  added  to  allow  the  use  of  municipal 
machinery  for  road  building  or  snow  plowing  in  towns  and  villages  or 
on  behalf  of  ratepayers  under  certain  conditions. 

Section  248  is  amended  to  permit  the  acquisition  of  land  for  re- 
creational or  cultural  facilities. 

A  new  section  251(a)  has  been  added  to  permit  the  use  of  In- 
suranceor  gift  monies  for  specific  purposes  without  the  approval  of  the 
ratepayers. 

Section  286(b)  Is  a  new  section  authorizing  grants  to  veterinarians 
practicing  in  the  district, 

A  new  section  286(c)  authorizes  council  to  buy  shares  in  co- 
operative associations. 

Section  297  is  amended  to  allow  the  rehabilitation,  re-equipment 
or  improvementsof  a  public  utility  without  the  approval  of  the  rate- 
payers. 

Section  323(a)  has  been  amended  to  clarify  the  I  icensing  of  mobile 
homes. 

Section  333  has  been  amended  to  allow  the  combination  Into  one 
rate  of  the  different  rates  levied  for  municipal  and  school  purposes. 

Section  335  has  been  amended  to  enable  a  business  tax  assessment 
roll  to  be  prepared  later  than  September  15th. 

Section  345(a)  Is  amended  to  enable  municipal  districts  to  tax 
equipment  engaged  in  servicing  gas  or  oil  wells. 

Section  374(b)  has  been  amended  for  clarification  purposes. 

Section  429  has  been  amended  for  clarification  purposes. 

THE  IRRIGATION  DISTRICTS  ACT,  and 
THE  WESTERN  IRRIGATION  DISTRICT  ACT 
Section  27  Is  amended  to  allow  municipalities  to  assess  and  tax 
for  municipal  and  school  purposes,  revenue  producing  lands  not  being 
used  for  irrigation  purposes,  which  were  formerly  exempt. 

Section  15  of  The  Western  Irrigation  District  Act  is  repealed, 
making  revenue  producing  lands  come  under  the  pervue  of  the  above 
noted  section. 

THE  AGRICULTURAL  SERVICE  BOARD  ACT 
Before  land  may  be  made  subject  to  supervision  or  before  possession 
and  control  of  the  land  may  be  vested  In  the  council,  it  is  now  nec- 
essary to  fix  a  date  for  a  hearing  to  consider  the  report  or  recommend- 
ation of  the  Board.  It  Is  also  now  necessary  that  a  notice  of  the  hear- 
ing stating  time  and  place,  shall  be  sent  by  registered  moil  at  least 
fifteen  days  prior  to  the  dote  of  the  hearing  to  all  persons  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  Land  Titles  Office  to  have  an  interest  in  the  land 
in  order  that  they  may  appear  and  be  heard  at  the  hearing. 

THE  FARM  PURCHASE  CREDIT  ACT 
Section  21(1)  of  the  Act  provides  that  the  purchase  price  under 
the  agreement  for  sale  shall  be  paid  in  equal  annual  installments.  A 
new su  bsection  (4)  to  section  21  now  provides  that  the  first  Installment 
may  be  made  to  become  due  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  the 
execution  of  the  agreement  in  which  case  the  first  instal  Iment  is  to  be 
of  a  specified  lesser  amount  than  the  remainder  of  the  installments 
payable  under  the  agreement.  (To  Page  6) 
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SUMMARY  OF  1960  AMENDMENTS 
(From  Page  5) 

THE  AGRICULTURAL  PESTS  ACT,  1960 

This  Act  repeals  and  replaces  The  Agricultural  Pests  Act, C  ipter 
V,  R.S.A.  19j5.  It  has  many  of  the  same  provisions  as  the  old  Act. 

Under  this  new  Act  the  Ministerof  Agriculture  may  declare  any 
animal,  insect  or  disease  to  be  a  pest. 

THE  GRAZING  LEASE  TAXATION  ACT,  I960 
This  Act  replaces  The  Grazing  Lease  Taxation  Act,  Chapter  134, 
R.  S.A.  1955.  The  amount  of  the  tax  and  the  taxing  procedure  are 
unchanged  but  the  method  of  distribution  of  the  rentals  by  the  Pro- 
vince has  been  altered. 
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A  new  section  286(a)  has  been  added  to  provide  a  claim  for 
damages  to  properties  injuriously  affected  by  town  or  village  under- 
takings, not  previously  covered  by  the  Act. 

Section  292  has  been  revised  to  determine  the  al  location  of  dam- 
ages in  view  of  the  enactment  of  section  286(a). 

Section  296(2)  has  been  amended  to  determine  damage  or  other 
awards  in  case  of  expropriated  lands  not  actually  token  by  the  Town 
or  Village. 

Section  300  is  amended  to  give  towns  and  villages  authority  to 
regulate  parking  on  private  property  and  impound  or  impose  penalties 
for  violation . 


Sections  states  that  a  person  who  holds  any  land  under  a  grazing 
lease  shall  in  each  calendar  year  pay  to  the  Province  a  tax  equal  to 
the  amount  payable  under  the  lease  under  which  the  land  is  held. 

Section  6  states  that  the  Provincial  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the 
municipal  ity  in  which  the  land  is  situated  the  taxes  paid  by  the  lessee  . 

Previously  only  one-half  of  the  taxes  went  to  the  municipality. 

This  Act  does  not  apply  to  community  grazing  reserves  operated 
by  the  Minister. 

Out  of  the  monies  collected  from  each  community  grazing  re- 
serve, the  Provincial  Treasurer  shal  I  pay  to  the  municipal  ity  in  which 
the  reserve  is  situated  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  rent  that  would 
otherwise  be  payable  to  the  Minister  if  the  community  grazing  reserve 
were  land  held  under  a  grazing  lease. 

THE  CROWN  CULTIVATION  LEASES  ACT 
This  Act  has  been  amended  as  to  section  5  giving  the  Minister 
and  the  lessee  of  land  held  under  a  cultivation  lease,  the  same  right 
of  appeal  under  The  Assessment  Act  as  an  owner  of  land. 

THE  TOWN  AND  VILLAGE  ACT 
Section  2,  clause  (h)  is  amended  to  confine  the  term  "hawker"to 
natural  persons,  excluding  corporate  bodies.  Clause  n(1)  of  section  2 
redefines  mobile  home  to  include  any  structure  designed  to  be  moved 
from  one  place  to  another  for  the  purpose  of  providing  living  accom- 
modation. 

Sections  18,  19  and  35  dealing  with  alteration  of  the  boundaries 
of  villages  and  towns  are  repealed  and  a  newsection  18  provides  for 
uniform  procedure  in  annexing  land  in  both  towns  and  villages. 

Section  43  is  amended  by  adding  a  new  subsection  determining 
that  the  Mayor's  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  first  meeting  of 
the  council  following  the  date  of  the  election. 

A  new  section  47  is  enacted  for  clarification  purposes. 

Section  48,  subsection  2  is  amended  to  make  public  attendance 
permissible  at  all  meetings  of  the  council,  including  special  meet- 
ings. 

Subsection  6  of  section  62  is  reworded  forclarification  purposes. 

A  new  subsection  1(a)  added  to  section  76,  directs  that  a  state- 
ment ofTeceTpts~an3"payrTrents  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Auditor  unless 
granted  permission  by  the  Minister  to  omit  the  statement. 

Section  109,  subsection  (2)  is  amended  to  clarify  the  position  of 
the  mayor  or  council  in  dealing  with  matters  pertaining  to  companies 
of  which  they  are  shareholders  or  directors. 

Section  194,  subsection  (1)  is  revised  to  enable  physical  ly  handi- 
capped persons  to  vote  at  the  advance  poll. 

Section  273  is  amended  to  permit  towns  and  villages  to  acquire 
land  for  recreational  and  cultural  purposes. 

A  new  section  277(a)  has  been  added  to  permit  the  use  of  insur- 
ance or  gift  monies  for  specific  purposes  without  the  approval  of  the 
proprietary  electors. 

Section  279  is  enlarged  to  provide  for  the  expenditure  of  funds 
and  the  appointment  of  committees  to  jointly  carry  out  agreements 
entered  into  with  school  divisions,  school  districts  or  other  mun- 
icioal  ities. 


Section  329,  subsection  (3)  is  amended  for  clarification  purposes. 

Section  330  is  amended  by  limiting  the  yearly  license  fee  for 
hawkers  and  pedlars  to  $50.00  per  year. 

Section  332  is  amended  to  al  low  the  giving  of  grants  to  community 
leagues. 

Section  348  is  amended  by  making  unpaid  utility  rates  a  prefer- 
ential lien  on  the  property  of  the  owner  or  purchaser  serviced  by  the 
Town  or  Village. 

Section  366(a)  is  amended  to  enable  towns  and  villages  to  tax 
equipment  engaged  in  servicing  a  gas  or  oil  well. 

Section  368  is  amended  to  enable  a  business  tax  roll  to  be  pre- 
pared later  than  September  1st. 

Section  395  has  been  altered  for  clarification  purposes. 

Section  396  is  amended  to  include  storm  sewers,  or  combined  san- 
itary and  storm  sewers  and  connections,  as  local  improvements. 

Section  403  is  amended  for  clarification  purposes. 

Section  407  is  amended  to  extend  the  time  allocated  to  hear 
appeals  on  special  assessments. 

A  new  section  418(a)  has  been  added  allowing  the  council  to 
borrow  money  for  limited  sewer  extensions  without  a  vote  of  the  pro- 
prietary electors. 

Section  421(a)  is  a  new  section  allowing  the  issuance  of  deben- 
tures solely  on  the  security  of  the  revenue  from  public  utilities  and 
determines  the  manner  in  which  such  revenue  will  be  raised. 

Forms  40  and  41  of  Schedule  A  have  been  altered  to  conform  to 
amendments  to  section  194  previously  mentioned.  •

planning  bodies,  a  number  of  government  departments,  the  Alberta 
Land  Surveyors' Association,  the  Urban  Development  Institute,  Central 
Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  as  well  as  other  organizations  and 
individuals.  The  result  is  a  twenty-nine  page  publ  ication  setting  forth 
in  concise  detail  the  various  requirements  for  residential,  commercial 
and  industrial  subdivisions,  together  with  those  covering  country  resi- 
dences, small-holdings  and  resorts.  Forms  required  in  making  appli- 
cation for  any  of  these  are  also  included. 

Commenting  on  the  publ  ication.  Town  and  Rural  Planning  Director 
Noel  Dant  pointed  out  that  this  is  the  first  rewrite  and  consolidation 
of  subdivision  and  transfer  regulations  since  1953.  He  said  the  text 
has  been  completely  reorganized  and  a  new  system  introduced  which, 
he  hoped,  will  "greatly  reduce"  the  time  required  for  processing 
appi  ications. 

The  new  subdivision  regulations  come  into  force  on  June  30,  1960.

are  now  served  by  at  least  one  good  gymnasium  which  has  been  largely 
paid  for  through  provincial  grants.  I  would  guess  that  at  least  five 
hundred  gymnasiums  have  been  built  in  the  past  five  years.  I  only 
hope  that  these  wonderful  gymnasiums  will  be  used  to  the  full  extent, 
now  that  the  communities  have  them. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  drownings  in  the  summer  have  for  a 
numberof  years  accounted  for  almost  an  equal  number  of  fatalities  as 
our  highway  accidents,  the  Government  has  been  offering  a  grant  of 
seven  thousand  do  1 1  ars  towards  an  approved  swimming  pool  for  Alberta 
communities.  This  is  the  chief  reason  why  such  a  facility  has  been 
singledout  for  special  help,  but  I  should  add  another,  and  that  is  the 
high  cost  of  building  and  maintenance  of  swimming  pools  ascompared 
with  any  other  facil  ity.  This  grant  in  no  way  conf  I  icts  with  the  Part  II 
of  the  Five  Year  Program  that  I  wish  to  explain  to  you  now. 

FIVE  YEAR  PROGRAM 

You  will  recall  that  the  five  year  program  replaced  the  dividend 
which  had  been  paid  to  Alberta  citizens  for  two  years.  First  I  would 
remind  you  that  Alberta's  oil  wealth  has  not  been  dissipated  or  used 
in  the  operation  of  the  Government,  but  rather  used  to  build  permanent 
facilities  such  as  university  buildings,  public  buildings,  excellent 
highways,  hospitals  etc.  We  believe  that  it  is  right  to  transfer  these 
resources  from  under  the  ground  to  such  structures  which  can  be  en- 
joyed by  this  generation  as  well  as  in  the  future. 

However,  the  Government  felt  that  there  should  be  some  portion 
of  this  wealth  distributed  to  the  people  so  that  they  could  make  their 
own  choice  as  to  how  it  should  be  used  . .  .  that  portion  to  be  equi- 
valent to  a  dividend  in  a  company  in  which  they  had  a  share.  Hence 
the  dividend.  Two  years  of  experience  indicated  that  the  people  may 
not  have  been  ready  to  accept  and  use  the  dividend.  I  soy  this  be- 
cause they  indicated  to  the  Government  quite  strongly  that  they  were 
unable  to  get  together  and  use  it  for  projects  of  their  choice,  and 
indicated  further  that  there  were  certain  community  projects  which 
were  very  much  needed. 

As  a  result  of  this.  Government  selected  a  five-year  program  of 
such  projects,  namely:  elder  citizens  homes,  community  improve- 
ment of  roads,  streets  and  recreational  facilities,  educational  faci- 
lities for  handicapped  children,  diagnostic  hospital  and  a  Provincial 
Museum . 

In  deciding  to  change  from  dividends  to  these  projects,  much  the 
same  line  of  reasoning  was  followed  as  in  the  case  of  the  Jubilee 
Auditoriums.  At  that  time  the  Government's  decision  to  erect  these 
auditoriums  (which  incidentally  are  the  finest  on  the  Continent)  was 
much  as  you  would  do  if  you  were  buying  a  present  for  someone; 
namely,  to  give  them  something  that  they  would  dearly  love  to  have 
and  which  they  would  not  likely  buy  themselves. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Edmonton  and  Calgary  have  already  re- 
ceived these  fine  facilities  which  represent  a  larger  grant  than  what 
is  provided  for  the  smal  ler  communities,  the  two  main  cities  were  ex- 
cluded from  this  particular  project.  1  wish  to  emphasize  that  the 
$10.00  per  capita  is  not  a  redistribution  of  the  dividend  which,  as  I 
emphasized,  was  abandoned.  Rather,  the  $10.00  per  capita  is  merely 
a  means  of  distributing  the  recreational  facilities  to  all  centres  to 
serve  the  town  and  adjacent  district.  After  most  careful  consideration 
it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  place  these  facilities  in  communities  of 
population  less  than  100,  since  we  had  to  find  some  dividing  line  at 
which  a  community  was  likely  to  grow  and,  rightly  or  wrongly,  a 
hundred  seemed  to  be  the  barest  minimum.  Furthermore,  this  meant 
a  $1000.00  grant  which  seemed  to  be  a  minimum  for  providing  a  re- 
creational facility. 
LETTERS  TO  ALL 

After  announcing  this  decision  and  the  program  it  was  inaugur- 
ated in  December  of  1959.  Letters  went  out  to  all '  municipal  ities 
giving  the  details  of  the  1960  Part  II  program  of  Recreation,  which  I 
wish  to  deal  with  specifically  today.  You  will  recall  from  that  letter 
that  all  latitude  possible  was  given  the  selectionof  recreational  faci- 
lities. The  communities  were  asked  tomake  adecisionas  to  what  they 
wished  to  spend  the  money  on  and  submit  this  to  my  Department  for 
approval  and  disbursement.  It  wos  emphasized  that  no  community 
should  rush  into  a  program  without  giving  it  careful  consideration  and 
so  the  five  year  period  was  allowed  for  such  a  decision.  Starting  in 
1959,  we  gave  them  up  to  the  end  of  1963. 

There  was  little  difficulty  in  working  out  the  details  for  towns 
and  villages.  Where  the  problem  becomes  difficult  is  in  the  case  of 


hamlets  which  have  no  organized  government  to  make  such  a  decision. 
Consequently,  the  rural  municipal  body  is  empowered  to  make  the 
agreement  for  the  hamlets  within  its  boundaries,  and  the  Department 
of  Municipal  Affairs  makes  the  agreement  for  hamlets  in  the  improve- 
ment districts.  In  the  case  of  ownership  in  these  two  instances  it  only 
needs  to  be  deposited  with  the  municipal  body.  It  does  not  necessarily 
need  to  be  transferred. 

Since  the  $10.00  per  capita  is  only  a  means  of  equitable  distri- 
bution, the  1959  census  figures  for  grant  distribution  were  used  for 
towns  and  villages.  The  intended  use  of  the  1956  Dominion  Census 
figures  had  to  be  abandoned  when  it  was  realized  that  they  were  not 
accurate  as  to  the  numbers  of  the  people  living  in  hamlets.  Conse- 
quently, the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs  was  called  upon  to 
make  a  complete  census  of  all  hamlets  in  the  Province.  Many  new 
hamlets  appeared  as  a  result  of  this  new  census  and,  in  a  number  of 
cases,  they  were  qualifying  areas  designated  as  hamlets  adjacent  to 
incorporated  towns. 

As  the  letters  of  appi ication  started  to  pour  in,  it  became  clear 
that  not  only  would  there  be  a  great  variety  of  projects  named  but 
there  would  be  many  and  varied  circumstances  and,  in  some  cases, 
the  grants  are  only  a  part  of  larger  projects.  In  order  that  credit 
arrangements  would  not  have  to  be  made  with  the  banks,  agreements 
were  drawn  up  and  passed  out  to  each  community,  once  its  letter  of 
application  has  been  approved.  On  completion  of  these  agreements, 
which  are  explained  in  an  accompanying  letter,  60%  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  facility  will  be  advanced  immediately  to  the  community, 
the  balance  upon  proof  of  completion  of  the  expenditure.  Any  balance 
remaining  in  the  fund  for  that  community  can  be  expended  by  the  end 
of  1963  on  other  projects. 

MUNICIPAL  PARKS 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  emphasize  that  the  project  of 
municipal  parks  inaugurated  by  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests, 
is  not  a  port  of  this  recreational  grant.  It  too  is  based  on  a  per  capita 
basis  in  order  to  get  an  equitable  distribution.  It  proposes  to  encour- 
age municipalities  to  provide  facilities  and  improvements  in  local 
picnic  areas,  so  that  the  Department  will  be  able  to  confine  its  Park 
development  to  large  areas  which  warrantsupervision  ondwhich  serve 
a  wide  area. 

I  hope  that  this  explanation  has  given  you  the  background  which 
led  to  such  a  program,  and  has  answered  some  of  the  many  questions 
that  must  have  arisen  in  your  own  community,  in  order  that  you  might 
decide  on  the  recreational  facility  which  is  to  be  constructed.  It 
could  well  be  that  the  most  valuable  resultof  this  undertaking  would 
be  the  study  and  attention  that  a  community  is  prepared  to  give  to 
its  recreational  needs.  I  feel  certain  that  this  money  will  be  put  to 
the  very  best  use  and  will,  in  turn  pay  dividends  in  the  development 
of  our  Province,  not  only  in  endeavouring  to  moke  our  Alberta  com- 
munities better  places  in  which  to  live  but  in  developing  the  physical 
and  mental  health  of  ourpeople.  All  this  youwill  agree,  leads  to  the 
betterment  and  development  of  our  Province  of  Alberta.  #

will  no  doubt  encourage  interest  in  the  provision  of  more  adequate 
fire  protection  services  in  our  smaller  centres  and  rural  areas.  One 
series  of  si  ides  paid  special  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Leduc  and  the 
Wetaskiwin  fire  departments  and  showed  how  a  large  farm  home  was 
saved. 

In  his  address  Mr.  Bridges  1  isted  obstacles  in  the  way  of  extend- 
ing fire  protection  service  as  indifference,  lack  of  leadership,  the 
idea  that  the  service  costs  too  much,  the  distances  to  be  covered  and 
the  condition  of  roads.  He  intimated  these  were  unfortunate.  Costs 
involved  varied  with  the  type  of  equipment  but  in  some  cases  the 
service  was  being  provided  for  about  1.5  mills  on  their  local  taxes. 
VARIED  PROCEDURE 

Procedure  this  year  was  varied  somewhat  in  that  for  the  first  after- 
noon session  the  entire  gathering  divided  into  groups  for  more  inten- 
sive discussion  of  three  phases  of  the  central  theme  which  was  the 
administration  of  roads  and  road  allowances.  First  group  under  the 
co-chairmanshipof  Roy  Wal Iman  (Forty  M.ileCounty)  and  R.  B.  Bowen 
(Grande  Prairie  County)  dealt  with  acquisition  of  road  allowances  . 
The  second  group  was  directed  jointly  by  Alf  Hawkins  (Strathcona 
M.  D.)  and  Russ  Smith  (Flagstaff  M.  D.)  covered  agreements  associated 
therewith.  A  final  group,  discussing  problems  relating  to  certain 
recording  procedures,  was  conducted  by  Lloyd  Dahms  (Wetaskiwin 
County)  and  H.J.  Schumacher  (Provost  M.D.). 

Supplementing  these  groups  were  "resource"  or  "information"

MECHMIC  IN  TfHS  POSITION

An  elevator  mechanic  with  over  thirty  years'  experience  died 
April  10th,  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  when  he  was  crushed 
between  the  hoistway  wall  and  the  car  enclosure  of  a  passenger 
machine  in  an  Edmonton  office  building  on  April  1,  1960. 

The  elevator  on  which  the  mechanic  was  working  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  is  of  the  basement  drum  type,  utilizing  car  switch  oper- 
ation. It  has  been  in  service  for  over  forty-five  years  and  does  not  in 
many  respects  comply  with  the  present  day  Elevator  Safety  Code.  One 
point  in  particular  was  the  lack  of  any  partition  between  the  machine 
room  area  dnd  the  hoistway. 

Immediately  prior  to  the  accident  the  car  had  been  parked  un- 
attended at  the  basement  landing.  Fatal  injuries  were  incurred  when 
the  operator  stepped  into  the  car  and  moved  in  the  up  direction  un- 
aware that  the  mechanic  was  attempting  to  gain  access  to  the  top  of 
the  car  by  climbing  from  the  machine  .through  the  opening  between 
the  machine  room  and  hoistway. 

Two  main  factors  contributed  to  this  accident:  1.  The  service- 
man had  neglected  to  disconnect  the  power  supply  before  placing  him- 
self in  a  hazardous  position.  2.  The  hoistway  was  not  enclosed  in 
compliance  with  existing  code  requirements. 

To  prevent  recurrence  of  this  type  of  accident,  it  is  recommended 
that  maintenance  personnel  be  instructed  to  render  equipment  inoper- 
ative when  servicing  same  and  that  obsolete  equipment  be  brought  up 
to  Code  Standards.  This  latter  point  was  emphasized  by  the  Coroner's 
Jury  at  the  inquest  into  the  fatility  in  question.

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  municipal  govern- 
ment and  one  that  does  not  always  receive  proper  consideration  is 
"Public  Relations".  There  aremanytext  books,  pamphlets  and  public- 
ations generally,  on  the  subject,  and  it  is  my  humble  opinion  all 
administrative  officers  should  make  a  special  effort  to  see  that  inform- 
ation going  to  the  public  at  the  appointed  official  level  is  accurate, 
is  correct,  and  makes  it  possible  for  any  ratepayer  to  acquire  a  good 
general  picture  from  the  information  dispersed. 

One  particular  activity  we  use  is  the  Municipal  budget.  Reasons 
behind  the  inclusion  in  budget  figures  of  any  special  assessment  items 
are  always  given,  (along  with  explanation  for  increases  in  regular 
services  provided)  by  the  Finance  Committee  Chairman  in  a  preparatory 
address  prior  to  announcing  the  detailed  estimates.  Apart  from  a  radio 
broadcast,  this  always  receives  considerable  publicity  in  the  local 
press. 

From  the  administrative  level  all  the  information  possible  is  in- 
cluded on  the  Tax  Notices  each  year  including  comparative  valuations, 
tax  rates,  etc. 

A  bulletin  board,  material  on  which  is  revised  regularly,  in- 
cludes street  maps,  tax  collection  summaries,  fire  alarm  statistics, 
monthly  cost  statements,  listing  of  elected  officials  serving  in  all 
phases  of  municipal  activity. 

Care  is  always  exercised  in  office  administration  to  make  certain 
any  questions  asked  by  taxpayers  are  answered  fully  and  carefully  . 
Telephone  in  quiries,  and  there  are  a  greatnumber  particularly  at  the 
time  current  tax  accounts  are  rendered,  receive  like  treatment.  Full 
use,  with  prior  permission  from  the  Town  Council,  is  made  of  radio 
and  press  when  deal ing  with  problems  such  as  snow  control,  disruptions 
in  water  service,  the  filing  of  assessment  returns,  etc. 

This  particular  year  (1959)  at  the  Gloucester  County  Exhibition, 
the  Town  has  rented  space  for  a  municipal  booth.  Purpose  is  to  bring 
to  the  public  general  ly  some  of  the  problems  faced  daily  in  the  Works 
Department  of  any  municipality. 

Reasons  for  disruption  of  service  in  a  particular  area  from  under- 
ground breaks,  will  be  given  with  samples  of  broken  pipe,  faulty 
hydrant  seats,  and  so  on. 

A  complete  single  instal  lotion  of  a  hydrant,  including  gate  valve 
and  water  pipe  will  be  exhibited. 

A  "sink"  has  been  placed  in  the  booth  with  a  water  tap  as  well  as 
a  toilet.  Both  were  placed  to  bring  the  point  home  to  the  public  that 
wasted  water  can  be  costly. 

Both  units  will  beset,  and  a  contest  is  being  held  during  ex- 
hibition week  with  prizes  awarded  to  those  who  guess  to  the  nearest 
number  of  gallons,  how  much  water  is  wasted. 

Fire  Alarm  cards  will  also  be  distributed  at  the  booth  during  Ex- 
hibition week,  which  will  be  staffed  by  Town  employees  who  will  be 
able  to  outline  the  works  department  functions  generally. 

This  is  a  start  at  a  new  type  of  public  relations,  and  if  assuccess- 
ful  as  we  hope  it  will  be,  it  is  our  intention  of  expanding  to  include 
illustrations  end  material  on  other  Municipal  services.

men  who  circulated  among  them  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  dis- 
cussion and  helping  to  resolve  possible  problems.  These  were  Deputy 
Minister  Angus  Morrison;  Bruce  Ramsay,  Chief  Municipal  Inspector; 
Ion  Morris,  Solicitor;  K,C.  Switzer,  Supervisor  of  Tax  Recovery  ; 
Carl  Lester,  Director  of  Surveys,  Department  of  Highways;  and  Alan 
Brownlee,  Solicitor  for  the  Association. 

Directions  for  the  novel  plan  were  outlined  by  Don  Bancroft, 
lecturer  in  Public  Administration  with  the  Departmentof  Extension, 
and  when  the  discussions  got  underway  Thursday  afternoon,  group 
members  lost  no  time  in  participating  with  enthusiasm. 

Thursday  evening's  banquet  was  highlighted  by  presentation  of 
the  Cameron  portrait.  After  introducing  the  head  table  guests,  master 
of  ceremonies  Lloyd  Williams  called  on  D.N.  Gardiner  to  moke  the 
presentation  to  the  guest  of  honor,  Senator  Donald  Cameron. 

THANKED  BY  SENATOR 

In  thanking  the  Secretary-Treasurers'  Association,  Senator 
Cameron  said  this  was  "one  of  the  nicest  things  that  ever  happened" 
to  him.  He  observed  that  "time  is  passing  on"  as  evidenced  by  the 
thinning  ranks  of  old  timers,  and  expressed  regret  he  had  so  little 
opportunity  to  visit  his  old  friends  as  he  used  to  do.  This  he  called 
"one  of  the  penalties  of  being  exiled  to  Ottawa". 

Mr.  Cameron  had  words  of  praise  for  municipal  government  and 
said  anyone  who  has  not  served  at  the  local  level  had  missed  an  im- 
portant part  of  his  training.  He  saw  a  tremendous  change  in  what  he 
called  corporate  thinking  and  spoke  of  the  president's  conference  on 
finance  which  was  being  conducted  in  another  part  of  the  Banff  School . 
Here,  he  said,  Mr.  McQuaig  of  Moose  Jaw  had  defined  community 
service  as  "the  rental  paid  for  the  opportunity  to  work  in  a  community. 

The  Senator  described  some  of  his  experiences  in  establishing  the 
Banff  School  of  Fine  Arts.  He  considered  it  a  privilege  to  clear  virgin 
bush  and  to  help  build  something  permanent.  It  was  a  privilege,  he 
added,  to  get  to  know  the  Alberta  people  and  he  felt  amply  rewarded 
without  "this  generous  gift".  As  a  comfort  to  canvassers.  Senator 
Cameron  said  the  first  million  dollars  was  hardest  to  get;  the  second 
million  came  more  easily. 

RECREATIONAL  PROGRAM 

Following  the  reports  backto  the  main  assembly  and  an  evalua- 
tion of  reports  by  "resource"  men,  Hon.  A.R.  Patrick,  Provincial 
Secretary  and  Minister  of  Industries  and  Development,  delivered  an 
informative  address  on  Alberta's  Recreational  Program.  Mr.  Patrick 
traced  the  beginning  of  the  present  program  from  pioneer  days  when 
our  fathers  and  mothers  considered  recreation  "a  frill".  Our  Golden 
Jubilee  was  celebrated  only  five  years  ago  he  said,  but  we  ore  now  in 
a  position  to  en  joy  more  leisure  time.  He  said  many  people  today  work 
only  two  days  out  of  three  and  may  shortly  work  every  other  day. 

Our  present  recreation  program  really  began  with  a  physical  fit- 
ness campaign  conducted  jointly  during  the  war  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  the  Province.  At  war's  end,  the  Minister  continued,  the 
federal  government  lost  interest  in  the  program  and  in  several  Pro- 
vinces it  was  dropped  completely.  Alberta,  however,  decided  to  "go 
it  alone"  and  following  a  recommendation  of  the  Post-War  Recon- 
struction Committee  the  Department  of  Economic  Affairs  was  organ- 
ized to  promote  cultural  activities  as  well  as  such  things  as  housing, 
rehabilitation  of  veterans,  industrial  and  tourist  development.  The 
Department  from  1945  to  1959  (Hon,  A.J.  Hooke  was  minister  from 
the  inception  of  the  new  Department  to  1955,  followed  by  Mr.  Patrick 
who  held  the  portfol io  until  its  dissolution  last  year)  made  an  import- 
ant contribution  to  development  of  such  cultural  activities  as  art, 
music,  drama  and  handcraft  in  the  Province.  The  same  work  is  being 
carried  on  under  the  Provincial  Secretary's  Department  today. 

Mr.  Patrick  described  work  being  done  in  communities  all  over 
Alberta  and  concluded  "wearemaking  good  progress".  He  referred  to 
the  royalty  dividend  (a  little  aheadof  its  time)  and  said  the  philosophy 
of  the  Five  Year  Development  Program  replacing  the  payment 
of  dividends  was  to  create  permanent  capital  assets  which  could  be 
enjoyed  now  and  in  the  future.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  the  pro- 
gram of  community  improvement  initiated  this  year  would  helpto  hold 
people  in  our  smaller  centres. 

HERCULEAN  JOB 

Referring  to  the  decision  to  grant  $10  per  capita  to  communities 
of  100  or  more,  Mr.  Patrick  said  it  was  necessary  to  take  a  census  of 
many  unorganized  hamlets.  He  called  this  a  herculean  task  which  was 
completed  by  local  authorities  under  supervision  of  the  Department 
of  Municipal  Affairs.  He  said  the  Province  wanted  local  governments 
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to  have  as  much  leeway  as  possible  and  pointed  out  that  projects 
undertaken  need  not  be  completed  until  1963. 
AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Following  Mr.  Brownlee 's  paper  during  the  afternoon  session  the 
assembly  divided  Into  two  groups,  the  rural  section  going  Into  their 
annual  convention  with  the  urban  section  for  the  first  time  meeting 
with  members  of  the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs. 

Secretary-Treasurers  attending  this  urban  meeting  included  W.A. 
Bell  (Leduc),  R.A.  Warnock  (Castor),  J.M.  Baillie  (Forest  Lawn), 
C.  Swann  (Manning),  W.  P.  Froland  (Volleyview),  W.F,  Broadstock 
(Jasper  Place),  H.  May  (Crossfleld)  and  C.  Woodward  (Bellevue)  . 
During  a  general  discussion,  Mr.  May  volunteered  to  organize  the 
first  regional  conference  of  town  and  village  councilsas  suggested  by 
Mr.  Ramsay,  chairman.  Mr.  May  thought  it  possible  to  Interest  a 
number  of  communities  centering  on  Crossfield  and  it  was  agreed  to 
test  the  idea  of  getting  together  for  a  round  of  discussion  later  this 
season . 

Strictlyon  the  entertainment  side,  a  heavy  turnout  enjoyedFrank 
Ewing's  pictures  and  commentary  Friday  evening.  Mr.  Ewing  took  a 
25,000  mile  tour  of  South  American  countries  a  few  months  ago  and 
shared  his  trip  with  the  gathering  by  means  of  several  hundred  fine 
pictures.  Words  and  pictures  were  well  received  by  all. 

EXPLANATION  of  AMENDMENTS 

Final  session  of  the  School  was  conducted  by  officials  of  the 
Department  of  Municipal  Affairs  and  was  devoted  chiefly  to  explan- 
ations of  legislative  amendments. 

Mr.  Morrison,  Deputy  Minister,  gave  a  brief  review  of  the  mun- 
icipal picture,  finding  it  general  ly  encouraging .  He  named  the  present 
surplus  of  municipal  districts  as  $5,200,000  and  of  counties  about 
$2,000,000.  Collections  were  down,  he  said,  but  gave  no  cause  for 
alarm . 

Referring  to  the  winter  works  incentive  program,  Mr.  Morrison 
predicted  a  strong  possibility  that  it  will  develop  into  a  permanent 
proposition.  He  considered  it  quite  successful  and  quoted  figures 
showing  the  second  year  employed  more  men  on  a  greater  number  of 
projects  than  during  the  initial  year.  Mr.  Morrison  had  a  word  to  say 
about  municipal ities  waiting  for  approval  before  beginning  a  project 
and  requested  that  hiring  of  men  should  be  restricted  to  those  who 
might  otherwise  be  unemployed.  An  exception  to  this  rule,  he  said, 
would  be  made  for  supervisory  personnel. 

Clarification  had  been  made  re  custom  work  being  done  with 
municipal  equipment,  Mr.  Morrison  continued.  He  said  this  was  now 
allowable  in  an  emergency  or  where  no  other  equipment  was  avail- 
able, provided  regular  rates  were  charged  by  the  municipality. 

Mr.  McQueen  brought  up  a  point  in  connection  with  the  date  of 
the  "first  meeting"  of  a  county  council.  It  was  agreed  consideration 
should  be  given  to  holding  elections  in  the  fall. 

Following  a  "fresh  air  break"  Bruce  Ramsay  dealt  further  with  a 
number  of  Acts  of  municipal  concern  which  were  amended  at  the  last 
legislative  session.  Each  of  these  would  be  found  in  the  Synopsis  of 
Statutes  which,  he  said,  had  been  mailed  out  a  few  days  before. 

Guy  Tomilson  found  initialling  dates  of  tax  notices  created 
work  for  beyond  its  value  and  introduced  a  motion  (seconded  by  R  . 
Smith)  recommending  this  requirement  be  dropped.  Carried.  Presum- 
ably the  resolution  will  be  presented  to  the  Association  of  Municipal 
District  Convention  in  the  fall. 

Other  Departmental  people  addressing  the  assembly  were  Ian 
Morris,  who  emphasized  that  an  assessment  could  only  be  changed  by 
a  reassessment  or  by  means  of  a  ruling  of  the  Court  of  Revision  or  of 
the  Appeal  Board.  Keith  Switzer  dealt  with  another  point  which  hod 
arisen  during  the  group  discussion  period.  This  was  related  to  the  use 
of  property  held  in  trust  which,  he  said,  must  be  purchased  at  a  fair 
valuation  before  it  could  be  used. 

Following  an  outline  of  recent  amendments  to  the  Assessment  Act, 
Bruce  Laidlaw  reported  on  work  being  done  in  connection  with  the 
assessment  of  pipe  and  power  lines.  Certain  designated  industrial 
plants  were  also  being  assessed,  he  said,  and  it  was  hoped  the  work 
in  both  cases  would  be  completed  this  fall. 

A  vote  of  thanks  as  proposed  by  D,  N.  Gardiner  to  all  those 
who  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  School  was  heartily  endorsed 
and  the  round  of  applause  brought  proceedings  to  a  close  for  the 
current  year.  #
